These figures are very similar to what they were in 
1920 except that the Outdoor relief figure is diminishing 
The chief occupations of the inhsbitants are farming, 
quarrying, retail trading and electric-accumulator manufactur- 
ing. 
fhe only hospitals within the district are :- 
The War Memorial Cottage Hospital 
and the Workhouse Infirmary 
But hospitals for Tuberculosis - Smallpox and Scarlet 
fever are available - as well as the Manchester Sheffield & 
Derby Hospitals. 
The Red Gross Society provides ambulance for accident 
and non-infectious removais. 
Separate provision is made for Infectious cases. 
District Nursing is on & Voluntary basis. 
New Building Bye-Laws have been adopted. 
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Sanitary Circumstances of the Ares. 
Water Supply, is from Moorland springs, is good in quality 


at the source and sufficient in quantity and constant and 
all except about 30 of the houses (mostly outlying ferme) 
have the water supplied direct to them.
